Israel Nelson Is Victim: 


Youth Says He Fired Shotgun 


In Defense Of His Mother 


Angered by treatment accorded his 


mother by his father, Israel Nelson, 
about 35 years old, George Nelson, 
his son, IS years old, picked up an 
old loaded shot gun and fired at his 
father killing,him almost instantly 
at tlioir home one half mile from 
Squirrel Town about 
three miles 


north of Rome, about eleven o'clock 
Friday night. The charge from the 
pun fired at close range tore the 
man's chin and most of the small 
riiot entered his right lung. 


Kberiff C. H. Pettit of West Union

He, 
after his usually violent manner, announced.himself as. opposed 
to Harding and all his measures and methods, yet, the Republi- 
cans of Wisconsin not only re-nominated him, but for 
good 


measure of approval heaped up and ran over his majority, his 
majority being almost twice as large as the total vote received 
by his opponent. They sure left no doubt as to where they stood. 


Another, feature 'of the LaFollette victory" is its emphatic 


rebuke to the: Anti-Saloon League.

The greatest shock was wheu I 


saw the pilot One look.and I knew 
all was lost. He wore spats and 
kissed a gendarme 
before we shot 


across the flying field and into the 
air. There were six in our plane— 
two ladies and four men. 


After 
flying 
over 
Dover, 
and 


across the channel we landed at Cal- 
ais to discharge three men passen- 
gers, leaving me with my wife and 
Mrs. Charles A. Verlin, of Atlanta, 
Ga., to continue on to Paris. 
Xow and then the pilot would reach 
down with his toe and kick the me- 
chanician, who sat at his feet 
and 


talked excitedly in French. At-such 
times our hearts would sink. 1 imag- 
ined he was saying: "Well, Gitspan.!, 
both engines are gone. Pick out a 
nice soft spot and jump. 


But after hearing the excited chat- 


ter over trivialities in Paris I .-up- 
pose he was merely saying: "Well, 
Gaspard, when we land these terror- 
stricken boohs, I know where we can 
get a nice cold bottle." 


High above the clouds the scene re- 


sembles huge fields of icebergs. We 
sat iu wicker chairs and the only 
discomfort was cold feet which, of 
course, may not have been caused by 
atmospheric conditions.
